The Halethorpe Switching Tower was built in 1917 to control traffic between the B&O's Main Line and the Washington
Branch. The tower's designer is unknown. Currently abandoned, the tower's 2/2 double hung sash windows have been boarded
up, although the building retains its decorative brickwork, exterior wood moldings, arched window frames and roof ridge
embellishments, and thus most of its architectural design integrity. Access to determine the condition of original switching
equipment inside the tower could not be obtained at the time of survey. The tower ceased operations on October 1, 1985. It is
the last remaining tower on the B&O's Main Line.

Although the slightly deteriorated physical condition of the Halethorpe Switching Tower does not significantly affect its historic
appearance, it very likely represents a later replacement for an earlier switching tower at Halethorpe, and it is not associated

with the initial construction of the B&O's Main Line or Washington Branch railroads. Since it is outside the period of significance
(1829-1835), the Halethorpe Switching Tower is not eligible for listing in the National Register of Historic Places.
